Health Plan Gets $2T Backing 


Industry officials to offer savings proposal to aid reform 


WASHINGTON I President Obama’s plan to 
provide medical insurance for all Americans 
took a big step toward becoming reality Sun- 
day after leaders of the health care industry 
offered $2 trillion in spending reductions over 
10 years to help pay for the program. 

Hospitals, insurance companies, drug 
makers and doctors planned to tell Obama 
on Monday they’ll voluntarily slow their rate 
increases in coming years in a move that 


government economists say would create 
breathing room to help provide health insur- 
ance to an estimated 50 million Americans 
who now go without it. 

With this move, Obama picks up key pri- 
vate-sector allies who fought former Presi- 
dent Bill Clinton’s effort to overhaul health 
care. Although the offer from the industry 
groups doesn’t resolve thorny details of a 
new health care system, it does offer the 


prospect of freeing a large chunk of money 
to help pay for coverage. And it puts the 
private-sector groups in a good position to 
influence the bill Congress is writing. 

Six major groups plan to deliver a let- 
ter to Obama and pledge to cut the growth 
rate for health care by 1.5 percentage points 
each year, senior administration officials 
said Sunday. Obama has offered an outline 
for overhauling the health care system, and 
he wants Congress to work out the details 
and pass legislation this year, (ap)

Cheney: 

Ex-VP says radio host 
is better GOP leader 
than Colin Powell 

WASHINGTON I Former vice presi- 
dent Dick Cheney may have left the 
government, but he hasn’t stopped 
fighting the intense political bat- 
tle over the future of the Repub- 
lican Party. 

Cheney made clear Sunday 
which side he’s on, sa)dng he’d rath- 
er follow firebrand archconserva- 
tive broadcaster Rush Limbaugh 
than moderate former secretary 
of state Colin Powell. 

Cheney appeared to write his 
one-time colleague Powell out of 
the struggling party during the 
interview. Powell has said the 
Republicans need to be more inclu- 
sive or risk becoming irrelevant. 

When asked about recent ver- 
bal broadsides between Limbaugh 
and Powell, Cheney said, “If I had 
to choose, in terms of being a 
Republican, I’d go with Rush Lim- 
baugh. My take on it was Colin had 
already left the party. I didn’t know 
he was still a Republican.” 

Powell, who was secretary of 


state under President George W. 
Bush and held the top U.S. mili- 
tary post under President George 
H.W. Bush, endorsed Democrat 
Barack Obama for president last 


year. Nonetheless, since the elec- 
tion he has described himself as a 
Republican and a right-of- center 
conservative, though “not as right 
as Others would like.” 


HAVING HIS SAY 

^ In the CBS interview, Cheney 
said he has been speaking out 
about the actions of the Obama 
administration because if he didn’t, 
“then the critics [of the Bush 
administration] have free run, and 
there isn’t anybody there on the 
other side to tell the truth.” 


Cheney, citing Powell’s backing 
of Obama over Republican nomi- 
nee Sen. John McCain for presi- 
dent, said, “I assumed that that is 
some indication of his loyalty and 
his interests.” 

Cheney’s remarks on CBS’ “Face 
the Nation” were the latest step 
in his slow-motion estrangement 
from Powell. 

Under the younger Bush, Pow- 
ell initially backed action against 
Iraq’s Saddam Hussein and deliv- 
ered a famous UN. speech laying 
out the U.S. case. But Powell and 
Cheney increasingly parted ways 
over the Bush administration’s 
policies on the war and terror- 
ism, with Cheney usually prevail- 
ing. Powell left the administration 
after Bush’s first term, (ap)

Hubble’s Finish Is Picture 


Astronauts aboard 
Atlantis will give the 
scope one last fix-up 


WAS H I N G TO N I Using the power of 
pictures, the Hubble Space Tele- 
scope has snapped away at the 
mystery of the universe. 

For 19 years, Hubble has shown 
the epic violence of crashing gal- 

axies, spied on the 

birth and death of 
stars, taught cos- 
mic lessons, and 
even provided 
comic relief. 

In Hubble’s 
photos, believers 
witness the hand 
of God, and art- 
ists discover galaxies worthy of 
galleries. 

Now, Hubble is set to get its 
fifth and final fix-up. If all goes 
as planned, space shuttle Atlantis 
will lift off Monday on a flight to 
the orbiting telescope 350 miles 
above Earth. In five painstaking 
spacewalks, astronauts will repair 
and replace broken instruments.

add a new long-gazing camera, 
and then say goodbye forever to 
Hubble. If it all works, Hubble will 
get another five to seven years of 
life, before it is steered by remote 
control into a watery grave. 

Senior Hubble scientist Mario 


Livio rhapsodized about the drama 
of Hubble’s own story, “turning 
something that could have been the 
biggest scientific fiasco [in]to the 
biggest scientific success.” 

After its launch in 1990, the 
Hubble Space Telescope was stuck 
with blurry vision because its mir- 
ror wasn’t quite right. It was the 
butt of jokes by late-night com- 
ics; an editorial cartoon said its 
designer was Mr. Magoo, a near- 
sighted cartoon character. 

But once it was fixed three and 
a half years later, Hubble shed 
its myopic reputation. It began 
producing far-sighted images of 
space that seemed more art than 
astronomy. 

It was a Hubble image in 1995 
that forever restored the telescope’s 
reputation. The picture was Eagle 
Nebula. It was stunning, with 
beautiful colors and dramatic 
clouds where stars formed. NASA 
called it “the pillars of creation.” 
And the public, which once snick- 
ered at Hubble, was smitten. 

“[Hubble] has truly become 
an icon of American life,” said 
NASA sciences chief Ed Weiler.

DETROIT I For General Motors 
Corp., the task at hand is so dif- 
ficult that experts say a Chap- 
ter 11 bankruptcy filing is all but 
inevitable. 

To remake itself outside of 
court, GM must persuade bond- 
holders to swap $27 billion in debt 
for 10 percent of its risky stock. On 
top of that, the automaker must 
work out deals with its union, 
announce factory closures, cut or 
sell brands, and force hundreds 
of dealers out of business — all in 


three weeks. 

“I just don’t see how it’s pos- 
sible, given all of the pieces,” said 
Stephen J. Lubben, a professor at 


Seton Hall University. 

GM, which has received 
$15.4 billion in federal aid, faces 
a June 1 government deadline to

Scores Killed in Sri Lanka Attack

At least 378 civilians 
die in overnight raid 
on war-torn territory 

COLOMBO, SRI LANKA I The bodies 
were laid out in haphazard rows 
in the mud waiting to be buried. 
Some were covered with mats 
or sheets, photographs showed. 
One young boy was stripped to 
his waist, his head wrapped in a 
bloody bandage. 

They were among at least 378 
civilians killed in an overnight artil- 
lery barrage in Sri Lanka’s war zone, 
according to a government doctor, 
in what was the bloodiest attack on 
noncombatants since the civil war 
flared more than three years ago. 

A rebel-linked Web site blamed 
the attack on the government, while 


the military accused the belea- 
guered Tamil Tigers of shelling their 
own territory to gain international 


sympathy and force a truce. 

Health officials said a make- 
shift hospital in the war zone was 


More than 100 

of the Sri Lankan civilians killed in the 
artillery barrage were children, the 
United Nations said. 

overwhelmed by casualties, and the 
death toll was expected to rise. 

The first shells slammed into 
the tiny strip of rebel- controlled 
area along the northeast coast Sat- 
urday evening, soon after a Red 
Cross ship that had been evacu- 
ating wounded civilians left the 
area, health officials said. 

About 50,000 civilians are 
crowded into the 2.4 mile-long 
strip of coast along with the Liber- 
ation Tigers of Tamil Eelam fight- 
ers, who have been fighting for 25 
years for a homeland for minority 
Tamils, krishan francis (ap)

The state attorney general’s 
office said gunmen broke into a 
ranch in a rural area and fatally 
shot five employees, along with 
four horses and a bull.

MINGORA, PAKISTAN I Tens ofthou- 
sands of civilians, many on foot or 
donkey-led carts, took advantage 
of a lifted curfew to flee Pakistan’s 
embattled Swat Valley on Sunday, 
while the army said it had killed 
400 to 500 militants in its battle 
against the Taliban. 

The hemorrhaging of resi- 
dents from a scenic valley that 
once attracted hordes of tourists 
threatened to greatly exacerbate 
an existing internal refugee cri- 
sis for a nuclear-armed nation 
already facing economic, politi- 
cal and other woes. 

The desperate Swat residents 
were trying to leave any way they 
could — on motorbikes, animal- 
pulled carts, rickshaws or foot. A 
ban on civilian vehicles entering 
the valley complicated the exodus 
for those without cars. 

“We are going out only with 
our clothes and a few things to eat 
on the long journey,” said Rehmat 
Alam, 40, a medical technician, (ap)

Afghans’ Injuries 
Raise Suspicions 


Chemical may have 
been used in disputed 
U.S.-Taliban battle 

KABUL I Doctors voiced concern 
over “unusual” burns on Afghan 
villagers wounded in an already 
controversial U.S.-Taliban battle, 
and the country’s top human rights 
groups said Sunday it is investi- 
gating the possibility that white 
phosphorus was used. 

The American military denied 
using the incendiary in the battle 
in Farah province — which Presi- 
dent Hamid Karzai has said killed 
up to 130 civilians — but left open 
the possibility that militants did. 
The U.S. says the Taliban have 
used white phosphorus at least four 
times in the last two years. 

Allegations that white phospho- 
rus or another chemical may have 
been used threatens to deepen the 
controversy over what Afghan offi- 
cials say could be the worst case of 
civilian deaths since the 2001 U.S. 


INCENDIARY SUBSTANCE 

THE MATERIAL: White phosphorus 
is spontaneously flammable and 
causes painful chemical burns. 
USAGE: It can mark targets, cre- 
ate smoke screens or be used as a 
weapon, and can be delivered by 
shells, flares or hand grenades, 
according to Globalsecurity.org. 
CONTROVERSY: The use of white 
phosphorus isn’t banned by any 
treaty to which the U.S. is a signa- 
tory, but human rights groups 
denounce its use as cruel, (ap)

pets in the friendly skies. 

Here are some basic tips to 
ensure happy trails in the air. 

MAKE SURE your pet is fit to 
fly. Have a veterinarian examine 
your pet and give a clean bill of 
health before the flight. Most air- 
lines require health certificates. 
You may also have to bring along 
vaccination records. 

IF YOU HAVE a snub-nosed 
dog or cat, such as a pug or Per- 
sian, check with your vet to make 
sure the pet can fly. Some of these 
types of animals have breathing 
troubles that could be complicated 
at high altitudes. 

-^CONSIDER MICROCHIPPING your 
pet. The device, about the size of a 
grain of rice, can be implanted for 
less than $100. And because the 
process gives the pet a unique ID 


that can be accessed if your pet 
gets lost, the chances of finding the 
pet can grow exponentially. 

TRY TO CHOOSE a less hec- 
tic time to travel to avoid stress 
on your animal. Weekdays are 
ideal. 

CHOOSE A NONSTOP flight 
whenever possible. 

IF YOU ARE FLYING during the 
summer and your pet is traveling 
in cargo, try to schedule the flight 
in the early morning or evening, 
when temperatures are lowest. If 
you’re heading out in the winter, 
aim for a midday flight. 

DON’T FEED your pet two hours 
before departure, to ensure it will 
be comfortable with the lack of 
potty breaks ahead. Try freezing 
water in a dish to fit in the carrier, 
so it will melt gradually during the 
flight and avoid spillage. 

EXERCISE WITH YOUR pet a 
couple hours before the flight to 
tire the pet out and help him or her 
relax, samantha bomkamp (ap)

Metro Weighs Bank Card System 


Transit agency mulls 
new payment method 
for train, bus, parking 

Metro is exploring a system that 
would allow riders to pay for rail, 
bus and parking using the same 
credit card or debit card they 
would use to buy gas, groceries 
and clothing. The system relies on 
bank cards that riders would tap 
or wave across a card reader. The 
cards, embedded with a computer 
chip, would be an alternative to 


the current payment methods — 
traditional paper fare card, cash 
and Metro’s electronic fare card 
known as SmarTrip. SmarTrip is 
the preferred payment method on 
trains and buses, and is virtually 
the only way to pay for parking at 
Metro stations. 

Metro’s blue-and-green Smar- 
Trip cards are embedded with a 
chip, but the chip relies on proprie- 
tary technology. The new payment 
system would have a chip that con- 
forms to one set of international 
standards, meaning the data pro- 


SWIPE SITUATION 

Board member Peter Benjamin 
said the new card system could 
benefit the agency and riders: 

^ Overtime, the agency might be 
able to generate revenue with a 
co-branded card that has Metro’s 
name and logo on it and that of a 
bank. 

If the bank card also has an 
affinity program, such as earning 
airline miles, users would be able 
to earn miles when they use their 
Metro cards. 


cessing would be the same at any 
transit agency that uses it, in the 
United States or elsewhere. 

“[The cards] would not only 
work in the Metro, but over time, 
in every transit system that has 
this,” said Maryland board mem- 
ber Peter Benjamin, who has been 
pushing the concept for years. “Any 
Visa, MasterCard or American 
Express card has the same chip.” 

Such cards would particu- 
larly benefit tourists and other 
infrequent users of the system.

Violence 
Frequent 
In Schools 

WASHINGTON | Fights, weapons and 
other offenses are frequent sights 
at some schools in the Washington 
suburbs, recent data shows. 

Suspension figures from area 
school districts reveal such infrac- 
tions occur on an average of almost 
once a day in some schools. Mid- 
dle school students are involved 
in even more violent incidents 
than high schoolers, according 
to the data.

Legendary NBA 
Coach Dies at 78 


Daly led the Pistons 
to 2 championships, 
USA to ’92 gold medal 

OBIT I The Detroit Pistons made 
plenty of enemies while winning 
titles and throwing blows two 
decades ago. Chuck Daly, though, 
was universally admired for his 
class and coaching acumen, 

“I never understood how a great 
man and nice guy coached the Bad 
Boys,” Charles Barkley said. 

Daly died Saturday at 78 in 
Jupiter, Fla., with his family by his 
side, the Pistons said. The team 
announced in March he was being 
treated for pancreatic cancer. 
The Hall of Fame coach led 
the Dream Team to the Olympic 


gold medal in 1992 after winning 
back-to-back NBA championships 
in Detroit. 

Daly was renowned for his 
ability to create harmony out of 
diverse personalities at all levels 
of the game, whether they were 
Ivy Leaguers at Pennsylvania, 
Dream Teamers Michael Jordan 
and Barkley, or Pistons as dis- 
similar as Dennis Rodman and 
Joe Dumars. 

Daly was voted one of the 10 
greatest coaches of the NBAs first 
half-century in 1996, two years 
after being inducted into the Bas- 
ketball Hall of Fame. He was the 
first coach to win both NBA and 
Olympic titles. Daly had a career 
regular-season record of 638-437 
in 13 NBA seasons, larry lage (ap)

The hotel industry 
never sleeps — and 
continues to offer 
stable employment 

“People always travel,” says 
Larry Yu, professor of hospitality 
management at George Washington 
University. “Travel is such a part of 
American culture.” 

Yu and his colleagues in hos- 
pitality training programs across 
the country are noticing the same 
thing: Stocks are tanking, facto- 
ries are shuttering, businesses are 
imploding — yet the hotel industry 
soldiers on. 

This is true both on paper (the 
industry grows about 3 percent 
annually, notwithstanding minor 
bumps) and in practice: For those 
working at a hotel, the world liter- 
ally never sleeps. 

“Operating in that environment is 
very different from an organization 
that can shut down on weekends. Tiy a 
hotel shutdown for a couple of months 
and see what happens,” says profes- 
sor A. Kobina Armoo, who teaches in 
Strayer University’s hospitality man- 
agement program. Even when hotels 
are renovating, they remain open 
because, he says, starting up again is 
so difficult. So, though it may make

sense to close when rooms are sit- 
ting empty, the lights stay on. And 
for the people who run the hotels of 
the world, therein lies the challenge 
and the excitement. 

“You are like a mayor,” Yu says. 
As general manager of a hotel, “you 
run all kinds of services, utilities, 
food, dealing with vendors, deal- 
ing with government agencies.” 
Who wouldn’t want to run their 
own little universe, one where you 
can experience the world without 
even leaving the building? 

That’s what gets many students 
interested. Donte Johnson went to 
school in New Jersey for a commu- 
nications degree but decided once 


he graduated that he’d rather be 
close to his family in D.C. While 
he tried to find a communications 
job in the District, he took a job 
as a desk agent at the Kimpton 
Hotel chain’s Topaz, which was 
just opening, 

“The plan was. Til do this for 
a while and get myself sorted out, 
and then transition out of it,”’ says 
Johnson, 29. Instead, he liked the 
work so much — meeting cultured, 
worldly travelers, being exposed 
to people from all over — that he 
stuck with it. 

After bouncing from hotel to 
hotel and working his way up 
the ladder, he’s now the general 
manager at the hotel he helped 
open and the youngest Kimpton 
GM in Washington.

Today, he works directly with 
guests, sits in on all meetings (rev- 
enue, sales and so on) and tries to 
check in with every department 
in the hotel over the course of the 
day, especially the housekeeping 
staff (“who have the toughest job in 
the hotel as far as I’m concerned,” 
he says). 

Communication is just anoth- 
er aspect of the field hospitality 
workers love. “If you’re a manager 
at PricewaterhouseCoopers, you 
might never deal with a human 
being,” Armoo says.

Yet long working hours can be a 
source of frustration, which is part 
of what causes the typically high 
turnover in hospitality and lodg- 
ing (up to 75 percent for front-line 
employees, sometimes as high as 
25 percent for back-of-house and 
corporate positions, reports the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics). 

Johnson’s day starts at 
7:30 a.m, and doesn’t end until 
10 to 12 hours later, at which 
point he’s wrapped up most of 
the day’s behind-the-scenes work 
and spends his time mingling in 
the lobby and hotel bar, checking 
in with guests. But, he says, “that 
stuff doesn’t even feel like work 
to me. I’d much rather be at the 
bar talking to guests having din- 
ner, asking them how their day is 
going, than sitting in traffic.” 

The money (not bad: median 
income is about $100,000 per 
year for D.C.-area managers) and 
the feeling of being in charge of a 
fast-paced, multifaceted operation 
are other reasons many are head- 
ing into the lodging industry even 
in the midst of the recession. And 
with Hilton Hotels Corporation’s 
announcement earlier this year 
that it would move its corporate 
headquarters from California to 
Tysons Corner, the industry has 
nowhere to go but up. 

That’s not necessarily because 
Hilton will be hiring gobs of fresh 
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talent — a spokeswoman for Hilton 
was unable to confirm how many 
jobs would be created in Virginia. 
She explained that some or most 
of Hilton’s corporate employees 
would be making the move from 
California, thus reducing the need 
to hire here. (As of press time, only 
66 job openings — in everything 


from marketing to HR to “Direc- 
tor of Spas” — were posted on 
Careers.hilton.com for Hilton’s 
new McLean, Va., headquarters.) 
However, lower-level corporate 
jobs might be opening, too. 

More importantly: With corpo- 
rate headquarters right around the 
corner, the pressure’s on individual 


hotels to perform b etter. “[Cor- 
porate managers] can walk right 
in,” Armoo says. So, if a motivated 
would-be employee shows up, who 
knows what could happen? 

And careers in D.C., at least for 
now, are booming. Maryam Khan, 
who directs the hospitality program 
at Howard University, receives so 


many calls from local hotels with 
openings that she doesn’t have 
enough students to fill them. 

Meanwhile, Johnson and oth- 
ers like him are busy working their 
way up. “My immediate goal is to 
be the best GM in Kimpton,” he 
says. “It starts with taking over

Google’s high-tech 
royalty took risks 
and embraced luck 

Google founders Sergey Brin 
and Larry Page are both revered 
and reviled for their dominance 
of the Web. The new book “Google 
Speaks” ($20, Wiley) spills some of 
the secrets of their success, from 


their willingness to take risks to 
their embrace of a laid-back corpo- 
rate lifestyle. We spoke with author 
Janet Lowe, who meticulously 
researched the pair but was not 
granted an interview with them, 
to learn more about the 30-some- 
thing computer geeks-turned- 
business tycoons she dubs the 
“twin princes of high technology.”

What was the most surprising 
thing you learned about Sergey 
Brin and Larry Page? 

Personally, what was always sur- 
prising was how directly and con- 
fidently they went toward their 
goals. They knew what path they 
were on, they stayed on the path, 
they were passionate about it, and 
it happened very young. ... Their 
parents, in different places and 
different ways, kind of groomed 
them for this, but even they didn’t 
realize how magnificently it 
would turn out. From a business 
standpoint, what surprised me 
most was a negative thing. This 
company and these people have 
a very cavalier attitude toward 
other people’s intellectual prop- 
erty rights. 

What are some keys to Brin and 
Page’s success? 

I found it interesting that they 
both were early Montessori stu- 
dents. And that in both cases their 
parents introduced them to com- 
puters and provided them access 
to good mental tools, and yet they 
also kind of set them loose and let 
them go at their own pace and do 
their own thing. Their parents gave 
them a lot of intellectual freedom 
and leeway, and I think that is a 
really wonderful parenting lesson 
for all parents.

What role did luck play? 

The fact that they had enormous 
success you could call luck, but 
there’s a lot of terrific management 
in that as well. But there is luck; 
there’s always a certain amount of 
luck. The fact that they met each 
other, that was lucky, but it was 
also smart that they recognized 
each other’s talents. 

How has Google been helped and 
hurt by its reputation for secrecy? 

In the atmosphere that they work 
in, in Silicon Valley and the world 
of technology, a certain amount of 
that is necessary. I think they go 
too far with it, especially the way 
they deal with the media. But as 
they mature, I hope they will see 


the benefit of being a little more 
straightforward about what the 
company’s doing and why. The 
other aspect of it is when you 
are out promoting openness and 
transparency on the Internet, you 
should also be practicing it. 

Has Google become too powerful? 

I don’t think that we can be sure 
that Larry Page, Sergey Brin and 
Eric Schmidt [Google’s CEO] 
are always going to run Google, 
or that all their employees are 
always going to be totally ethical. 
I think there are a lot of dangers 
in the amount of information 
they have and the way they can 
use that information. I do use 
Google, but I hope to never rely 
on it entirely. 

What can all businesspeople, no 
matter their field, learn from Brin 
and Page? 

It was wonderful the way they stood 
up to Wall Street when they went 
public and the way they have tried 
to define the way that they did 
business. I don’t think they always 
can and will adhere to their motto 
“Don’t do evil,” because what’s good 
to one person maybe bad to anoth- 
er. However, I admire them enor- 
mously for trying, and I think all 
businesses should try to think about 
that when they make decisions.

Since last fall, Thompson has 
expanded her hours, kept prices 
steady and invested in an Accent 
XL machine, which uses radio 
waves to tighten skin and reduce 
wrinkles. “The down payment on 
it equaled the down payment on 
my house,” Thompson laughs, “but 
it’s proven to be a big draw.” 

Thompson spends about 
60 percent of her time doing 
treatments and 40 percent run- 
ning Calvert Rejuvenations. “You 
need to keep them separate,” 
she’s discovered. “You can’t take 


favorite color, lavender. 

In July 2006, she got the 
chance to try her ideas in her own 
place when Calvert Rejuvena- 
tions opened in part of a doctor’s 
office. In February 2008, the spa 
moved to a three-room suite in 
the woods near the Fairfax Coun- 
ty Parkway.

It may not have seemed an aus- 
picious time to grow a business, but 
Thompson has added both staff 
and services. Of her five employ- 
ees — two massage therapists, two 
estheticians and an office manager 
— two are Yvonne de Vilar grads 
and one is in school there. 



A music major found 
her perfect rhythm 
as a spa owner and 
skin-care authority 

Calvert Thompson was a music 
major at Virginia Tech. But her 
success as an entrepreneur shows 
that you can follow your bliss by 
following a different drummer. 

“I had an entertainment bent but 
didn’t want to do opera or teach,” 
says the cheerful 27-year-old. “That’s 
when massage school came to me. 
I always had a knack for it.” 

Right out of college, Thompson 
enrolled in the National Massage 


Therapy Institute in Falls Church. 
What started as a childhood affin- 
ity led to one and a half years of 
massage practice with Alternative 
Health Associates, an Alexandria 
medi-spa. 

It was a good experience, she 
says, but just one part of a long- 
term plan. 

“My goal was to learn how the 
business is run,” Thompson says. 
The child of self-employed parents 
says, “I knew I wanted to open my 
own practice.” 

And not just in massage. “For 
career longevity,” she says, a vari- 
ety of services would be necessary. 
That meant heading back to school 


— to Yvonne de Vilar Scientific 
Skin Care (703-281-2070, Scientific 
skincare.com). 

This 30-year-old Vienna school’s 
basic course — which covers facials, 
scrubs, wraps, waxing, bronzing 
and makeup application — has no 
more than 12 students at a time. 
The master course — covering 
microdermabrasion, lymphatic- 
drainage massage and chemi- 
cal peels — enrolls eight 
students at most. Those 
who are already licensed 
may complete only the 
master program. 

Each $10,000 course 
takes 600 hours and can be 
done full time in about six months 
or part time in about a year. 
Yvonne de Vilar students prac- 
tice on one another and on pay- 
ing customers; the school’s salon 
charges a fraction of what a regu- 
lar day spa does. 

“Day spas and doctors’ offices 
tend to call us first because our 
estheticians can start on Day 
One,” says assistant director and 
master instructor April Coleman. 
Graduates have also learned “cus- 


tomer service, product knowledge 
and ingredient technology — how 
something works chemically and 
what it will do to your skin.” 

With that background, gradu- 
ates can work in many arenas: at 
a day spa, a medi-spa, a doctor’s 
office, as an educator for a skin 
care line or as a beauty writer. 
Salaries, Coleman says, can start 
as low as $18 an hour at 
a day spa — employees 
may also get commis- 
sions and tips — and 
$40,000 to $45,000 a 
year at a medical office. 
Some estheticians make 
six-figure salaries. 

Certification as a master esthe- 
tician allowed Thompson more 
career flexibility. She spent a year 
working in a Reston spa, honing 
her skills. 

“Having worked in others’ 
facilities, I always saw something 
I wanted to change,” she says. 
Clients shouldn’t be left alone in 
the treatment room, she thought, 
and should enjoy a near-full mas- 
sage with facials. And Thompson 
wanted to be surrounded by her 


the stresses of the business into 
the room with you.

That’s hard to do when your 
workweek often stretches to 
seven days, but “exercise gets me 
through;” Thompson runs with her 
dogs and bikes to work. More sup- 
port comes from positive feedback, 
such as being voted “best facial” 
by Northern Virginia magazine’s 
readers in next month’s issue. 

With boosts like that, will she 
expand the business even more? 
“I intend to,” she says. “I know the 
school’s quality and stay connected 
as far as placement there.”

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Technology, health 
care and espionage 
jobs are still plentiful 
despite the gloom 

Christine Ruvo knew she was hav- 
ing a better recession than most as 
she mulled over the four job offers 
she had to choose from. 

“I’ve never had a problem find- 
ing a job,” said Ruvo, a veteran 
physical therapist who moved from 
New York to take a position with a 
Washington home health-care pro- 
vider, “I didn’t know that it was the 
kind of job that was recession-proof 
when I got into it. But it’s turned 
out to be a real blessing,”

Amid the worst 
unemployment cri- 
sis in a generation, 
people are finding 
jobs in Washington. 


In a sea of frustrated job seek- 
ers, Ruvo is one of the lucky ones. 
But she is not alone. Amid the 
worst unemployment crisis in a 
generation, people are finding jobs 
in the Washington region, from 
therapists to receptionists to CIA 
agents. Even as temporary hiring 
freezes congeal into an employ- 
ment ice age, the experts say there 
are hot spots, including health 
care, engineering, biotech, and 
software and network design. 
And some of the hot spots will 
grow hotter. Stimulus spend- 
ing will pump billions of dollars 
through government agencies and 
contractors in the area. Many lob- 
bying firms and trade associations 
are staffing up to fight for a slice 
of the ballooning federal budget, 
meaning work for scores of law- 
yers, secretaries and researchers. 
The military base realignment 
will create boomlets near Mary- 
land’s Fort Meade and Virginia’s 
Fort Belvoir, first for construction 


workers, and then for administra- 
tors and janitors. 

“We’re one of the lucky ones to 
be in this area right now,” said Fred 
DiSalvo, director of staffing and 
recruitment at Northrop Grum- 
man’s Reston-based Information 
Systems division. The company 
plans to hire about 4,000 employ- 
ees in the Washington region this 
year, largely in software develop- 


ment and network security.

held little fear for Ruvo when she 
decided to give up a longtime job at 
a nursing home.

Q&A I Green Day returns this 
month with a rock opera that’s 
thrashtastic enough for its old fans 
— and new ones. Frontman Bil- 
lie Joe Armstrong talked about its 
new album, “21st Century Break- 
down,” (being released worldwide 
May 15) and “American Idiot” the 
musical. 

“21st Century Breakdown” con- 
tinues the rock opera format of 
“American Idiot.” Does it con- 
cern you that people may see it as 
“American Idiot: Part II”? 

No, I think we’re working hard- 
er and diving into our songwrit- 
ing harder than ever. And we 
know that. There’s no stone left 
unturned. If anything, “Ameri- 
can Idiot” gave us an opportuni- 
ty to become even more creative. 
Right now, it’s sort of an era for 
us, where we’re writing the best 
material we’ve ever written in the 
past five years. 

What’s the basic concept of the 
album?

to get the ideas down, because 
these songs start to come in and 
you don’t know what’s going to fit 
and what’s not going to fit.

How does it feel that “American 
Idiot” is becoming a musical? 

It’s crazy. There are three new 
songs off of “21st Century” that are 
going to be on it, and a couple of 
songs that never made anything. 
[Director Michael Mayer] creat- 
ed this story, and it’s like “Jesus of 
Suburbia” kind of trapped inside 
his own head. When we saw the 
workshop, there wasn’t a dry eye in 
the house.

Art and Life Intersect 


Kate Voegele and her 
character on ‘One 
Tree Hill’ have parallel 
careers in music 

DOUBLE THREAT I When singer- 
songwriter Kate Voegele releas- 
es her sophomore album, “A Fine 
Mess,” May 18, she’ll have twice 
the celebrating to do. Not only is 
she releasing a new album, but the 
character she plays on the show 
“One Tree Hill,” Mia, is also put- 
ting out the same set on the sea- 
son finale. 

Voegele, who was discovered in 
2006 on her MySpace page, was 
one of the first two artists to sign 
with MySpace Records, on which 
she released her 2007 debut, “Don’t

performing several of her own 
songs. The exposure helped drive 
the success of “Don’t Look Away,” 
which sold 237,000 copies, accord- 
ing to Nielsen SoundScan. 

When it came to inviting 
Voegele back to the CW drama 
for season six, the show’s creator, 
Mark Schwahn, wanted to take her 
role a step further by showing Mia 
recording her second album. 

“Artists’ lives change so much 
after their first record,” Schwahn 
says. “The second album usually 
has a lot of pressure. If Kate was 
going to go into the studio to work 
on her album, that would be a great 
opportunity to use those songs in

the show.” He says it could be done 
only if Voegele was truly up for it, 
but she took it as a call to action. 

“I had to get stuff in gear really 
quickly, but it was almost better 
than if I had had five months to 
write it,” she says. 

Not only were Mia and Voegele 
recording sophomore albums, but 
Schwahn also used the artist’s 
lyrics to shape Mia’s story line. “I 
knew Mark was going to make sure 
he was writing a character that 
wasn’t SO different from Kate,” her 
manager Debbie Wilson says. 

So far in season six, Voegele has 
premiered the songs “Manhattan 
From the Sky” and “Angel,” both of 
which are available on iTunes, and 
Wilson says three more will debut 
on the show by the finale. 


Voegele currently is on the Lift 
Me UP tour, sponsored by the Uni- 
versity of Phoenix, through which 
she takes online classes. For the 
past year, she’s blogged on MyS- 
pace about her experience balanc- 
ing school and touring. The uni- 
versity also sponsored her spring

The Camera 
Catches All 


Video system helps 
companies to detect 
anomalies from afar 

The surveillance cameras at Big Y, 
a Massachusetts grocery chain, are 
not just passively recording cus- 
tomers and staff. They’re stud)dng 
checkout lines for signs of “sweet- 
hearting.” That’s when cashiers use 
subtle tricks to pass free goods to 
friends: obscuring the bar code, 
slipping an item behind the scan- 
ner, passing two items at a time 
but charging for one. 

There simply aren’t enough 
watchful human eyes to keep it 
from happening. So, Big Y is using 
technology to block it — with 
implications far beyond dishon- 
est cashiers. 

Mathematical algorithms 
embedded in the stores’ new secu- 
rity system pick out sweethearting 
on their own. There’s no need for 
a security guard to watch banks 
of video monitors or review hours 
of grainy footage. When the sys- 
tem thinks it’s spotted evidence, 
it alerts management on a com- 
puter screen and offers up the 


footage. 

The possibilities that research- 
ers envision for this kind of tech- 
nology have the ring of science fic- 
tion, Already, cities such as Chicago 
have invested in “anomaly detec- 
tion” cameras across town, linked 
to emergency headquarters. 

Big Y’s security system comes 
from a Cambridge, Mass.-based 
company called StopLift Inc. The 
technology works by scouring 
video pixels for various gestures 
and deciding whether they add 
up to a normal transaction at the 
register or not. 

In the middle of a six-month 
trial, Mark Gaudette, Big Y’s head 
of loss prevention, decided he’d 
seen enough and began rolling 
out the system in all of the chain’s 
58 locations. 

“We realized that we had a 
problem with training,” Gaudette 
said, explaining that in many cases 
cashiers didn’t realize they were 
missing the scanner. He would 
not say how much the company 
is spending on the technology, 
but said he expects to save up 
to $3 million a year by using it.
